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The Applegate Valley Historical Society newsletter has a 
change of of format and purpose this month. It has been decided 
to expand the mailing list to include every house hold in the 
entire community as a public service. 

The Applegate area has a rich and interesting history which 
should be enhanced and preserved for all to enjoy. We are most 
fortunate to have intact, a historic building once used asa 
store on the ranch of Billy Pernoll about a mile west of Hwy 238 
on North Applegate Road. This 18'x18'ft hewed log structure has 
been preserved by a series of owners, starting with Fred and 
Ethel West who bought the William Pernoll ranch in 1962. They 
gave it to George McUne who was starting a tourist attraction in 
Jacksonville, called the Pioneer Village. He repaired and 
restored the structure and had authentic displays in it. In 1986 
Pioneer Village closed and the buildings were sold. Don Rowlett 
of the BOX R_ Ranch on the Green Springs Mountains bought it for 
his pioneer collection. When he heard that Southern Oregon 
Historical Society was bidding on it also, he gave it to them. 
They had it moved to a vacant lot near the museum. No further 
plans were made for it for several years. Rumor had it that the 
County Officials were going to move it*to the fair grounds for a 
pioneer display. That is when Myrtle Krouse and others from the 
Applegate went into action. They decided the store building 
should "come home" to the Applegate. So the Applegate Valley 
Historical Society was organized on April 27,1989 for this 
project. 

The first officers were: Myrtle Krouse, President; Roar 
Kjaer, Vice President; Mary Sampson, Secretary and Boots 
Meadors,Treasurer. 

Board members were; Larry Hogan, Ben Watts, Iyola Alden and 
Isabell Goode. SWS lc 
“i The Southern Oregon Historical Society donated the building 
to the group and work was begun on the project. 

F Owners of the two lots on the corner of Hwy 238 and North 
Applegate Road were Roar’ and Mary Kjaer and John Pernoll. They 
generously donated a 50x 100 ft. site for the building. It took 
two years of planning and work to have the lot surveyed, pour the 
concrete slab foundation, lay a new water and power line to the 
lot next door, and comply with the numerous rules and regulations 
of the County Planning Department. 

At last, on Sept. 24, 1993, a crew of volunteers from the 
Applegate Lions Club loaded the building on a large flat bed 
trailer supplied by Ben Watts. The next morning at daylight a ten 
car caravan escorted Ben's big pickup, pulling the trailer and 
its load out of Jacksonville to the site at Applegate, where it 
has been ever since. Restoration of the building has been delayed 
due to the difficulty of obtaining logs to match the originals. 
The Applegate Lions Club is presently helping, and a set of logs, 
donated by the timber industry, are being processed. When they 
are ready, work will get under way. So far so good. 


The September meeting was held at the home of Marcia Gaiser. 
Reports were given on the progress of obtaining the logs. Mary 
and Gary Sampson were given approval to attend a Historical 
Society Seminar in Portland in October.
